During the latter 
part 
of last week 
events moved swiftly and in such a way as 
to carry conviction to Europe that America 
was coming 
swiftly 
with a definite, far- 
reaching and well worked out plant to the 
aid of that bewildered continent. 
Clearly 
expectations have 
been 
faised to a high 
point. 
Now it is said in Washington that 
there is grave anxiety there because these 
expectations are greatly exaggerated and 
a dangerous reaction is feared, when the 
truth is realized abroad. 
That truth, ac­ 
cording to this view, is that, while the ad­ 
ministration has decided that afction is nec­ 
essary, it does not yet know what action to 
take and has so far decided 
on 
nothing. 
W hatever action is taken, it is said, will 
fall so far short of what Europe expects 
that it is feared the disappointment there 
i 
may have serious results. 
It would seem that there are too many 
concrete things to worry about to spend 
much time worrying 
over 
these psycho­ 
logical problems. 
The psychology of Eu­ 
rope is too complex a subject to be master- 
i ed in a hurry; but the chances are that 
America’s action, provided it is a definite 
step in the right direction no matter how 
; far short it be of a panacea, will be hailed 
w ith joy in those quarters which have been 
hoping for American intervention and with 
distaste and resentment in those quarter^ 
where American intervention is not d e ­ 
sired. 
That there will be a good deal of the lat­ 
ter feeling is altogether probable. 
The 
French military party which wants to seize 
the Ruhr is not going to welcome America’s 
appearance upon the scene.

Lord Curzon, British

Greece as “a bad and vicious solution’’ of 
the political Near East problem. 
Approxi­ 
mately 400,000 Greeks and 350,000 Turks 
will be forced to leave home and holdings 
which have been their or their forefathers’ 
for hundreds and in some cases thousands 
of years. 
Such compulsory migration will, 
it is forseen, cause 
untold 
suffering, dis­ 
ease, death and the breaking down of ex­ 
isting 
economic 
conditions 
over a wide 
stretch of territory. 
And for what? 
Simply that a so-called 
natural boundary, in this case the Aegean 
Sea, shall 
divide 
Greek 
from Turk, al­ 
though, without interference from political 
or religious fanatics, this mass of men, wo­ 
men and children would continue to live in 
a reasonable state 
of peace 
with 
their 
neighbors, trade with each other and slow- 
1>, but surely, learn to respect and at least 
endure 
each other. 
It 
would seem that, 
without governmental interference, people 
who have lived side by side for centuries 
could so live, with profit, for an indefinite 
period in the future, until education and as­ 
sociation had wiped out all serious causes 
for disagreement. 
W hat but fear and prejudice could de­ 
cree that seas or ranges of mountains or al­ 
most impassable rivers should be the future 
boundaries of peoples long associated and 
settled? 
And who but the leaders of the 
peoples are responsible for fostering such 
conditions of prejudice 
and 
fear?

there are not 
enough 
so-called 
natural 
boundaries to so separate the nations w hose 
leaders are afflicted with nationalism gone 
mad. Are we, then, to resort to the ancient 
practice of building walls to keep humanity 
in vast pens for fear of aggression, in these 
days of economic interdependence, to say 
nothing of the future growth of aviation 
making such walls ridiculous?

TWO MORE LIVES SNUFFED OUT. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
The terrible toll of human life under the 
wheels of motor vehicles has been increas­ 
ed in this community by the snuffling out 
of two lives in one day. So far as the pub­ 
lished facts show, both fatalities were 
easily preventable. 
One victim was a man beyond middle 
age, who was crushed 
beneath a truck 
when he “stepped 
from 
behind a street 
car”—that deplorably frequent feature of 
such accidents. Legal 
proceedings 
may 
fix the definite responsibility in this par­ 
ticular case. It is small consolation to 
know that a victim contributes by the lack 
of carefulness to his own injury or death. 
It is none at all that a driver violates the 
traffic laws and the unwritten precautions 
which all drivers should observe. 
The other victim was a boy who, accord­ 
ing to the published accounts, “darted in 
front of the car,” which the driver swerv­ 
ed to avoid hitting 
another 
pedestrain. 
Definite blame cannot 
be 
dogmatically 
fixed in this case any more than in the 
other. 
The obvious and dramatic lesson of both 
deaths is the necessity for both drivers and 
pedestrains to observe 
every 
precaution 
possible. There are too many men, women 
and children being killed or maimed by 
“stepping from behind street cars.” 
That too many drivers are too close to 
loading or unloading street cars, and that 
they drive too fast while in that proximity, 
goes without saying. That too many pedes­ 
trains step blindly in the path of motor cars 
is equally evident Greater vigilance on the 
part of drivers would materially reduce 
the accidents which are rfot entirely the 
fault of pedestrains and greater caution on 
the part of the latter would unquestionably 
lessen the number of accidents that are not 
entirely the fault of reckless drivers. 
Many accidents are wholly unavoidable, 
but the overwhelming majority would not 
occur if both drivers and pedestrains would 
exercise greater care.

Men of science are not sure wheth* 
1 er people were first civilized in Egypt 
ora certain country between Persia 
and Arabia. 
We shall speak of that 
¡ northerly country some weeks later. 
Now let us dwell on Egypt, the grand 
country which lay along either lide 
of the Nile. 
At a very early date, perhaps sev­ 
en or eight thousand years ago, peo­ 
ple in Egypt began 
to 
use 
metal 
i tools in place of those of stone. 
Metals were taken from ores dug 
out of the ground. 
When 
the ore 
was heated, metal ran out as if 
it 
were 
hot 
syrup. 
That 
is 
called 
smelting. 
Copper was the 
most 
Important 
metal, 
it was used for axes, 
ham­ 
mers, chisels, spear-heads 
and 
ar­ 
row-heads. 
It was hammered into 
whatever shape was desired. 
Later it was learned that if tin was 
melted with the copper, the mixture 
was much harder and tougher than 
plain copper. Such a mixture is cal­ 
led bronze. 
Thousands of Egyptian pots 
and 
pans made from bronze 
have 
been 
found. They are now in museums in 
many parts of the world. 
Both copper and bronze were used 
for making statues. The faces, hands 
| and feet of the statues were usually 
cast in stone or hard-clav molds. The 
rest of the body was hammered into 
shape. 
Gold was much used. 
The doors 
and lower parts of the walls of tem­ 
ples were often 
coated 
with 
gold. 
The coating was 
done 
with 
“gold 
leaf” that is, gold 
hammered 
into 
very thin sheets. 


Smaller statues 
were 
sometimes 
made of solid gold or silver. Scores 
of beautiful gold 
or silver 
vases 
have 
been found 
inside mummy 
cases, or in the ruins of Egyptian 
temples.

LINKS SOCIAL LIFE 
WITH PRIMITIVE MAN 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—Social life of 
today is still linked w ith that of prim­ 
itive man. 
Prof. Charles A. Ellwood 
of the University of Missouri declar­ 
ed here today in an address prepar­ 
ed for delivery before the American 
Sociological Society, 
i 
The occupation of hunting has been 
! claimed to furnish most of the pat­ 
terns for the life of primitive man 
and many for that of civilized man, 
he said. 
“From the hunting of animals have 
developed all predatory 
and 
many 
nou-predatory occupations,” he said, 
“Thus modern war is but a develop­ 
ment of hunting. 
Modern business 
is largely a development from the 
primitive hunt and 
even * modern 
scientific research is a hunt after the 
truth.” 
But hunting 
was, 
at most, the 
main occupation of but half of the 
primitive community. 
Prof. LI I wood 
said. 
The other half, the women, 
had as their main occupation the 
care of the children. 
“In general, we seem to have fol­ 


lowed the hunting occupation with 
its use of force, domination and pre- 
datoriness tow*ard those outside our 
own intimate group while we have 
followed the child-care “with its sym­ 
pathy, 
gentleness 
and 
altruism 
within our group,” he said. 
“Our institutional and social life 
has not even yet escaped the organi­ 
zation upon the basis of force and 
self-interest which was so firmly es­ 
tablished in barbarian times. But bar­ 
b a ria n culture was but transitional 
to a higher, more settled and more 
satisfactory living. 
“As men become acquainted w ‘th 
themselves and with the rest of the 
human world and as their sympathies 
and understanding widen, it is inevi­ 
tab le that these patterns upon which 
barbarian 
culture 
wTas 
founded 
should drop to a secondary place and 
new social and 
cultural 
standards 
take their place.”
